A. Moore, Esq., Col. Huey, 
Capt. McKenna, Capt. Reid, William Stevens, 
Joseph A. Cunningham, J. Adams, Jas. H. With- 
te John Williams, Esq.. Robert Mcllwain, 
Col. Barnes, J. M. Crockett, and S. B. Emmons. 
The Committee retired tor a short time; and 
during the interval, the meeting was addressed 
by Mr. S. B. Massey, who confined his remarks 
to the benefits to be derived from Rail Roads 
generaliy—he would have spoken at length.

The Position of Parties. 


The New York Mirror has an article on this 
subject, from which we quote as follows: 

„We have been at some pains to cxamine 
the figures and see what the chances of the two 
great parties, Whig and Democratic, in view of 
their present position, are.

In 
Congress, the Whig show is equally bid—nay 
worse. In the Senate, against 23 Whigs, are 
34 regular Democrats, 3 quasi Democrats, alias 
Freesoilers, and 2 vacancies. In the House, 
against 78 Whigs, are 140 regular Democrats, 
and 5 Freesoilers. 7 

„Thus far, the account stands 4 Whig Gover- 
nors and Jegislatures, against 27 Democratic, 
leaving a Democratic balance of 23 States; joint 
Whig vote in Congress 111, against 174 Demo- 
cratic, 8 Freesoil, and 2 vacancies, leaving a De- 
mocratic balance, without Freesoilers, of 63, a 
pretty fair working majority. 

„Leaving Georgia, South Carolina, Minnes- 
ota, and Utah, out of the question—they are all 
Democratic—we find the Whig strength to be 
not far from 1.260,000 votes, while the Demo- 
vratic vote stands about 1,440,000-—leaving a 
Democratic balance of 180,000 votes. We have 
not recorded the Abulition vote of New York— 
some 5,000, ascast for Chaplin,nor the Native 
vote that will now be cast at late elections. We 
find, alse, chat in 1848, had the Democratic party 
been united, as it now is, it would have carried. 
even against Gen. Taylor, Ohio by 15,000 New 
York by over 16,000, and Pennsylvania, count- 
ing the Native vote that will now be cast aganst 
Scott, by a small majority—thus securing the 
three great States, depended on to elect Gen. 
Scott. 

“To our mind the picture is by no means 
bright, and short of the utmost unity in the 
Whig ranks, now shaken by independent move- 
ments in Georgia, Massachusetts and elsewhere, 
and the determined organization of the Native 
party against Scott, there is but the smallest 
chance of success. We trust, therefore, that 
Whigs who ‘spit upon Whig platforms, &o., 
will see that quite another sort of work will 
have to be done to elect Gen Scott.” 


Mr. Clay's Family.—Of Mr. Clay's domestic 
relations the New-York Times gives the follow- 
ing particulars : 

Very shorily after his removal to Kentucky 
he married Lucretia Hart, daughter of Thomas 
Hart, Esq., a prominent citizen of Lexington. 
Another daughter of the same gentleman was 
married to Hon. James Brown, of New Orleans, 
Minister at Versailles, during the administra. 
tions of Messrs. Monroe and Adams. Mrs, 
Clay, who is now in her seventy-first year, and 
in the enjoyment of robust health, has been the 
mother of eleven children, four of whom died in 
childhood. Eliza, a young lady of unusual pro- 
mise, was very suddenly removed by death, in 
1824, while en route to Washington with her 
father; and almost at the same moment the af- 
flicted parents received intelligence of the de- 
cease of another most interesting and accom- 
a daughter, the wife of Mr. Dubalde, of 

‘ew-Orleans. A third daughter, upon whom 
the father’s affections seem to have centered 
after the death of the other two, died in 1835. 
She was married to Mr. James Erwine, of New 
Orleans, and her loss wasa blow from which 
Mr. Clay never recovered. Of the five sons, the 
eldest, Theodore Wythe Clay has been, since 
boyhood, the inmate of a lunaticasylum. Thos. 
Hart Clay. born 1803, resides in Kontack and 
is engaged in the manufacture of hemp.

TREATMENT OF POULTRY. 


The followiug rules are authoritatively laid 
down for the treatment of poultry : 

1. All young chickens, ducks and turkeys, 
should be kept under cover, out of the weath- 
er, during rainy seasons, 

2. ‘I'woor three times a week, pepper, 
shallots, shives or garlic should be mixed up 
with their food. 

3. A small lump of asafcetida should be 
placed inthe pan in which water is given 
thenr to drink. 

4. Whenever they manifest disease, by 
the drooping of the wings, or any other 
outward sign of ill health, a little asafœtida 
broken into small lumps should be mixed 
wirh their food. 

5. Chickens which are kept ſrom the 
dung hill while young, seldom have the 
gapes ; therefore, it should be the object of 
these who have the charge of them, so to 
confine the hens as to prevent their young 
fom the range of barn or stable yards, 

6. Should any of the chickens have the 
gapes mix up. small portions of asafcetida, 


rhubarb and pepper, in fresh butter, and 


give each chicken as much of the mixture as 
will lie upon half the bow! of a small teas- 
poon, 

7. For the pip, the following treatment is 
judicious ; take off the indurated covering on 
the pointof the tongue, and give twice a 
day, for two or three days, a piece of garlic as 
If garlic cannot. be obtained, 
onion, shallot, or shives wili answer; and 
if neither of them be convenient, two grains 
of black pepper, given in fresh butter, wil 
answer. 

8. Forthe snuffles, the same remedy as 
for the gapes will be found highly curative, 
but in addition tu these, it will be necessary 
to melt a little asafœtdia in fresh butter, and 
rub the chicken about the nostrils; taking 
care to eleuu them out. 

9. Grown up ducks are sometimes taken 
off rapidly by convulsions. In such cases 
fuur grains of rhubarb and four grains of 
Cayenne pepper, mixed in fresh butter, 
should be administered.—Scientific Ameri-
